Soviet Property 


The Government of the U.S.S.R. 
stresses that all installations and 
projects located in Lithuanian terri- 
tory and subordinated to the center 
are property of the Union of the 
Soviet Socialist Republics, 

Their status, specialization and 
conditions of activity cannot be 
changed by unilateral decisions of re- 
publican authorities. 

In this connection all standing 
bodies of the U.S.S.R. Council of 
Ministers, ministries and depart- 
ments of the U.S.S.R. have been in- 
structed not to enter into any negotia- 


- tions about the transfer of enterprises 


and organizations subordinated to 


them to the jurisdiction of the Lithua- 
nian Soviet Socialist Republic. 

Administration of these installa- 
tions which are part of federal prop- 
erty will be carried out directly by 
U.S.S.R. ministries. 

Attaching special importance to in- 
suring the safety of operating atomic 
power plants and other vital installa- 
tions that are part of federal prop- 
erty, the Government has entrusted 
respective agencies with radically 
stepping up the protection of the men- 
tioned installations. 

The Government of the U.S.S.R. has 
made it incumbent on the Ministries 
of Railways, Sea Fleet, Fisheries and 
Civil Aviation to insure the continu- 
ous work of federal transportation 
and communication lines in the inter- 
ests of the population of the Lithua- 
nian Soviet Socialist Republic, as well 
as of the Kaliningrad region of the 
Russian federation, and transit con- 
veyance through the port of Klaipeda.
